Toronto, March 20.—The following 
despatch to the Globe from Ottawa 
js regarded here as significant: 

Ottawa, March 20.—The govern. 
ment will, by attempting to force 
supply during the next two weeks, 
compel the obstructionists freely to 
show their hand, and in the event of 
a continuation of the present tactics 
and a refusal to pass an interim sup- 
ply bill, it might be that an appeal to 
the country would be found neces- 
Sary to solve the deadlock. 

The issue in that event would be 
clearly defined, and although it would 
be obviously unjust for the Opposi- 
tion to force an appeal to the coun- 
try before ‘another session, When the 
redistribution bil could be put 
through, and the West given its pro- 
per representation in new members, 
the onus would lie with the Opposi- 
tion, and the government would not 
fear the result.

Dr. Pearson is the owner of mines 
in Mexico and controls the Mexico 
and Northwestern railroad. It is along 
the Chihuahua Maedra part of this 
line that the most serious fighting of 
the rebellion hag occurred. It was 
the first railroad to be put out of 
commisston. !

BRITAIN AND THE U.S 


This is What English Journals Now 
Predit—New Tariff! Agreement 
and Arbitration Treaty Should Be 
Enacted Cojointly Says Onc British 


Newspaper. 
Canadian Associated Press. 
London, March 19—The London 


Observer says that Canada as a whole 
while desiring above all things to 
develop its national. identity under 
the British flag, is determined to be a 
link between the Empire and the 
United States and not cause strife 
between them. This is one of the fun- 
damental facts of imperial politics 
and if Britain is wise it will mean 
permanent peace in the English 
speaking world without secession, 
whether gradual or violent, of Can- 
ada from the empire, 

The Canadian reciprocity question 
for Canada alone, if it ‘be connected 
with arbitration at all, is the logical 
sequence, Hither a treaty of perpei- 
ual peace should precede the com- 
mercial compact or both should be 
enacted together Otherwise Canada 
will pass prematurely an inducement 
which might have had considerable 
influence with the American Senate. 
Arbitration between two English- 
speaking powers cannot under pres- 
ent conditions mean an alliance and 
to dwell on such 4 probability as the 
latter would be the most certain 
means of defeating the former, 

Lioyd's News says that between 
America and England there is only 
one form of rivalry and that is purely 
commercial! and states that it dares to 
add that if the reciprocity agreement 
is finally endorsed by Canada and 
America it would be impossible to 
imagine any difference likely to arise 
between Britain and America that 
could not be amicably and honorably 
adjusted by such a tribunal as Taft 
proposes,

30 FIREMEN OVERCOME 
BY AMMONIA FUMES 


Thrilling Rescues Effected in Carrying 
Unconscious Men From Burning 
Chicago Warehouse, Totally De- 
stroyed at Loss of $800,000, 


Chicago, Mar, 19—Thirty firemen 
Were overcome by the fumes of am- 
monia today while fighting a fire 
which destroyed a warehouse of the 
Monarch Refrigerating company and 
caused a loss of $800,000. 

Thrilling rescues were made in car- 
rying the unconscious firemen through 
the burning structure. It was neces- 
sary to take them down the fire es- 
capes, as the cables of the elevator 
in which the rescuers ascended, snap- 
ped and the cage plunged three 
floors to the basement with a load of 
firemen. The fire started this morn- 
ing and raged with unabated fury un- 
til five tonight. oxplosions of am- 
monia filled the building with fumes. 

The structure was heavily stocked 
with poultry, meats and butter. While 
attempting to escape from the roof 
an explosion of ammonia knocked 
Kattallion Fisher unconscious, 

Twenty persons were overcome by 
smoke in a fire that attacked the 
Harmony hotel, while the refrigerator 


plant, a iblock away, was burning. 
They were carried to the street by 
firemen. Damage to the hotel am- 
ounts to $10,000. 


FILL UNKNOWN HERO'S GRAVE. 


Hungarian Killed in Attempt (o Save 
Child’s Life in Cleveland, 


Cleveland, March 19.—-An un- 
known man here died in an ambul- 
ance thig afternoon from injuries re- 
ceived while trying to save Ernest 
Baker, a child of six, in front of a 
fast train on a grade crossing. The 
man's attempt to save the boy proved 
fruitiess, the lad dying in a hospital 
tonight. The man, a Hungarian, 
saw the child standing apparently 
bewildered on the tracks, A train 
Was coming from each _ direction. 
He ran forward, picked up the boy, 
and passed one train, but stumbled 
in front of the other. Not a letter 
or mark was found on him to estab- 
lish his identity,

CONFESSES TO MURDER 
OF LIZZIE ANDERSON 


Edward Jardine, Aged 22, is Alleged 
to Have Confessed to Terrible 
Crime Last Fall, When Girl Was 
Lured From Fair Grounds 


Goderich, Ont., March 19.—Edward 
Jurdine, aged 22 years, now awaiting 
trial for the murder of Lizzie 
derson, has made a complete con- 
fession that he alone committed the 
deed, This confession was made to 
Dr, Bruce Smith, inspector of — pri- 
sons and asylums, and the chief cor- 
ener, Arthur Jukes Johnson, of To- 
ronto, who examined the sanity of 
Jardine and George Vanstone. The 
latter js awaiting trial on a charge 
of murdering his six-year-old son 
here last fall. 

Jardine/s statement contradicts 
his evidence given at the inquest last 
October. He now admits that he 
enticed the Anderson girl from the 
fair grounds to the vacant building,

a short distance away. After an 
altercation, in which she threatened 
exposure, he struck her once’ with 


the jack knife and she succumbed 
almost immediately. 

This murderous attack, Jardine al- 
leges, was due to a fit of temporary 
insanity, later, realizing his deed, 
he fled to his home, where he washed 
the blood from his hands and cloth. 
ing. His brooding over the crime 
impelled him to return to the scene, 
When he stripped the body of the 
clothing by slashing away each 
article with his knife. Jardine’s ac- 
count of the method of accomplish- 
ing his work verifies the statements 
of the evidence of the  physiclans 
who conducted the post mortem. It 
is understood that his confession re. 
veals the location of the knife with 
which the deed was committed, In- 
sanity will be the defence in the case 
of both Jardine and Vanstone. 
Crown Attorney Seager refused to 
discuss the alleged confession, 


Fatal Fire at Devil's Lake, N.D. 


Devil's Lake, N.D., Mar. 19—About 
2.30 this morning, fire broke out in 
the old Reid hotel, a two-storey high 
frame building which was being used 
as &@ rooming house in connection with 
the new Reid hotel, The cause of the 
fire is not definitely known but it is 
presumed that it stanted from the ex- 
plosion of a lamp in one of the rooms 
on the first floor, The flames spread 
rapidly, shutting off escape from the 
rooms directly above in which two 
men were found dead, 


FIRE DESTROYS HALF 
OF MINNESOTA TOWN 


Town of Roosevelt Prey to Flames— 
Blaze Starts in Hotel, Where a 
Finlander is Burned to Derth— 
No Insurance on the Destroyed 
Property. 


War Road, Minn., March 19.—A 
disastrous fire struck the town of 
Roosevelt Friday night, burning haift 
of the main street, while a Finland- 
er, Who was @ guest at the Wood- 
land Hotel ,where the fire started, 
Was unable to escape and perished 
in the flames. Owing to the diffi- 
culty of starting the fire engine, the 


fire hall, next door to the  hoetel, 
caught fire, cutting off the water 
supply. The blaze spread rapidly 
both ways, consuming besides the 
hotel and fire hall, two restaurants, 
two private houses and a_ barber 
shop, the loss totalling $9,1000,

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SUPERINTENDENT 
MeCAIG RETURNS 


In Eastern Canada and U‘S, invest- 
ee eee training in 
condary Schools 


After a,tour of Eastern Canada and 
the United States to investigate in- 
dustrial training in secondary schools, 
Jas. McCnig, superintendent of Ed- 
monton schools, returned to the city 
laat evening and was on Ward at his 
office thig morning. Mr, McCaig wag 
very reticent as to the result of his 
visit, reserving any definéte conclu- 
sions for his report to be submitted 
to the board at their regular meeting 
on Thursday; he guve to the Bulletin, 
however, a general sketch of his trip, 

“I visited Ottawa, Montreal, Boston, 
New York, Toronto, Peterborough, 
Berlin, besides the training schools at 
Ste. Anne de Bellevue, and at Guelph. 
On my return I also stopped off at 
Winnipeg a short time, and at Sault 
Ste. Marie. I was interested particu. 
larly in what was being done by the 
secondary schools in the matter of 
commercia} and industrial education, 
For this purpose I visited representa- 
tive points in Canada and the United 
States, There is great interest 
throughout Canada in enlarging the 
scope of secondary schools for the 
inclusion of work having a commer- 
cial or industrial bearing and also to- 
wards the establishment of special 
trades schools where local conditions 
warrant it. 

“As T was sent by the board for this 
special purpose,” added Mr. McCaig, 
“Tam not at Hberty to disclose the 
result of my tour until I jhave first 
submitted It to the board."’ 

Mr. McCuhig remarked, however,that 
of all the places he visited, in none 
did the schools and education receive 
a larger amount of public interest 
than in Edmonton.

GIVE PRESIDENT FREE HAND IN 
MAKING FUTURE TARIFF CHANGES 


New Tariff Bill to be Introduced at Extra Session of Congress May go a 
Great Deal Further Than McCali Bill, Giving the President Power to 
Enter Into a Freer Commercial Relation With Canada in Respect to 
Articles Not Named in the Agree ment. 


Washington, Mar, 19—It is the ex- 
pectation of Chairman Underwood 
that the Democratic members of the 
house commission on ways and 
means will begin work on tariff ques- 
tions some time during the coming 
week, and that by the time the ex- 
traordinary session of congress is 
conyened on April fourth, some plan 
will have been mapped out to govern 
the commission's procedure after the 
bill to carry out the Canadian reci- 
procity agreement has ben framed. 
The most complex question that will 
come before the commission is whe- 
ther any tariff questions will be plagc- 
ed upon the Canadian bill as riders 
or whether such schedules aa the 
commission decides should be revised 
shall be treated as separate measures, 

The certainty that hearing will be 
demanded by producing and manu- 
facturing interests affected by any 
proposed revision of the tariff may 
determine the ways and means com- 
mittee net to complicate the Canadian 
question with consideration of such 
achedules as wool, cotton or agricul- 
tural implements. The majority of the 
committee is a unit in favor of the 
agreement and it is believed that the 
decision will be to Keep it separate 
from other tariff matters and to take 
up the schedules after the Canadian 
bill ha# been sent to the senate, 

May Exceed McCall Bill. 

Contrary to the general report, Re- 
presentative Peters, of Massachusetts, 
will not introduce the Canadian bill, 
which will be presented almost im- 
mediately upon the convening of the 
special session to carry out the terms 
of the agreement. That honor will 
fall to Chairman Underwood, follow- 
ing the practice of having revenue 
measures presented by the chairman 
of the ways and means committee. 
The bill, however, will be the one 
framed in the committee and will be 
known as a committee measure, al- 
though the prospects are that the 
Canadian bill will not carry general 
tariff revision as a rider. It is,not 
improbable that it may go a great 
deal further than ithe MeCall bill, 
which passed the house in the last 
session. At the same time, the Mc- 
Call bill will be followed in so far as 
it was designed to carry out the terms 
of the agreement with Canada, The 
difference between that Measure and 
the one which will come betore the 
Democratic committee will be in the 
nature of an additional provision 
which would give to the president 
power to enter into a freer commer- 
clal relation with Canada in respect 
to articles not named by the agree- 
ment. Such a paragraph may be 
built upon the plan of section three 
of the Dingley act. The provision

Give President Authority, 

Most of the Democrats in congre-s 
are in favor of absolute free trade 
with Canada, but they realize that 
they have not the power to legislate 
to that end.

action of its parliament might con- 
sent.

Ratify Canadian Agreement, 

The effect was to narrow the ap- 
plication of the law to the original én- 
tent of congress. The Canadian agree- 
ment as negotinted by the two coun- 
tries does not use the word “wholly.” 
Many of the tariff experts regard this 
as an oversight and think it should 
be rectified. 

In the event of the adoption of an 
additional section which would enable 
the president to extend the agreement 
at some future time, these experts 
would consider tthe use of the word

I arrived in Edmonton in October 
with three friends and took work on 
the new line for the C. N. R., but only 
worked two weeks, through the wor 
having to close down on account of 
the frost. 

We were then out of work a week 
but got some unprofitable employment 
on the new hotel at Halkirk until the 
week before Christmas. We were then 
again out of work, and since then 
have assisted In the above stores occa- 
sionally, and have taken stock and 
balanced the books for last year, 
which has just kept me nearly out of 
debt, 

If it had not been for these people 
finding me some employment I don't 
know what I should have done, as 
had not a penny, or I might say cent, 
when I arrived in Edmonton, and what 
I earned was soon gone, when paying 
five and a half dollars a week for 
board and lodging. 

I am now out of employment and 
should be pleased if you or the Areh- 
deacon could assist me in getting some 
employment.

hunt for Dr. W. Beattie-Nesbitt, the 
fugitive ex-president of the Farmers 
Rank of Canada, began when circu- 
lars directed to every part of the civ- 
ilized world were sent out from the 
Toronto detective department. It 
makes no difference now in which 
country Dr, Beattie Nesbitt may take 
refuge, the authorities will be aware 
that he js wanted for extradition to 
Toronto, Canada, on the charge of 


forgery For his arrest and detention 


a reward of $200 will be paid by the 
police department of Toronto. 
A Lot of Circulars, 
The issuing of circulars to the 


number of 20,000 from the detective 
office ia the first intimation given that 
the police investigation into the wreck 
of the Farmers’ bank had developed 
charge upon which the fugitive 
ex-president might be arrested in an- 
other country and his return demand- 
ed by extradition proceedings. 

The Charge is Forgery. 

The charge is forgery, and is based 
upon certain financial dealings Dr 
Beattie Nesbitt had with the Farmers’ 
bank. The information discloses no- 
thing beyond the simple statement 
“that Dr. William Beattie-Nesbitt did 
commit forgery." The charge was 
laid before Magistrate Denison by In- 
spector Walter Duncan, of the detec- 
tive department, who claims to have 
discovered certain papers in connec- 
tion with the bank to warrant him in 
going ahead and laying the charge of 
forgery, which makes extradition pro- 


ceedings now possible 
Dr. Beattie-Nesbitt left Toronto on 
Friday, Jan, 14 Hie went direct to 


Muskoka, where his wife was staying 
on an island, and the following morn- 
ing Inspector Walter Duncan and De- 
tective George Guthrie, armed with a 
warrant, went up north to bring him 
back The warrant charged Nesbitt 
with making false returns of the 
bank’s position to the finance depart- 


ment at Ottawa, Nesbitt, who was 
president at the time the returns 
were made, left Gravenhurst for the 


north just about the time the officers 
made their departure from the Union 
station here. ‘To catch a train Dr. 
Nesbitt took a long drive and eventu- 
ally reached the American side of 
the Soo, where he met and consulted 
with a United States attorney.

AN IMMIGRATION PROBLEM. 


Mr. Burrell, M.P. for Kootenay, 
complained in Parliament recently 
that his Province does not get as 
large a share of the immigrants com- 
ing to the Dominion as he would like, 
He did not allege that British Colum- 
bia was discriminated againat in any 
way by the immigration department 
or officials of the Dominion, a course 
he would probably have been entirely 
willing to take jf he had the ground 
to stand upon. That he did not allege 
unfairness is fair reason to suppose 
that he had no evidence of unfairness, 
and that the condition of which he 
complains originates from some other 
and local cause, Nor will the mem- 
ber for Kootenay have much trouble 
locating that cause if he looks for it, 
He may find it in the land laws of 
his province. British Columbia has 
no free land for the settler; conse- 
quently the settler goes where free 
land is offered-——to the prairie prov- 
inces, “Land Hunger’ is the econ- 
omic factor which is leading people 
to Canada by the hundred thousand; 
and the hungry man heads for the 
place where his hunger can be easi- 
est gratified. In the prairie provinces 
he may have 160 acres of land for 
the asking if he will bring it into 
cultivation; in British Columbia the 
vannot get an acre of land unless 
he pays for it, though the cost of 
bringing British Columbia land under 
cultivation is many times that of 
bringing prairie land into use, And 
as the immigrent in most cases ia 
not a wealthy man, he prefers to 
put what money he has where tt will 
cognt most, Naturally he prefers to 
put it into the breaking up of free 
land rather than into the purchase 
of wild land which will cost him

Such commiasion, as proposed in the 
bill killed in the House at Washing- 
ton, and as suggested also by Cana- 
dian protectionists would have large 
powers. Its business would be to 
search the schedules to see where the 
protected interests needed more pro- 
tection. Any reduction proposed would 
be a reduction which would not re- 
duce anybody's protection. The com- 
missioners, in virtue of the cireum- 
stances, would be bound to see that 
protection really protected, and would 
not be bound to see that the public 
were not unfairly burdened, In the 
hands of such body the “interests” 
could leave thelr cage with assurance, 
The result of their labore would be 
precisely that of the late revision of 
the United States tariff by a friendly 
commission, The duties would go 
down where it would do the people 
no good, and would go up in many 
directions which would add to the 
people's burdens. Of this, the House 
of Representatives on behalf of the 
people of the United States declared 
that the people have had enough. 
Their action will help to put out of 
court the proposal to establish a simi- 
lar guard over the “interests” on this

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EVIDENCE IN THE 
CITY CASE ALLIN 


LAST WITNESSES OCCUPIED THE 
STAND ON SATURDAY 
AFTERNOON. 


The hearing of evidence in the case 
of Gallagher et al vs. Armstrong et @} 
Was concluded at the session of the 
Supreme Court held on Saturday af- 
ternoon. By mutual agreement of the 
counsel In the action, made ‘@ view 
of the desire of W. L. Walsh, K.C., 
for the defendants, to be in Calgary 
today, the argument will be submitted 
to Mr. Justice Stuart in writing in 
the couree of the next few days. 

Stating that he recognized the ne- 
cessity for disposing of the case with 
dispatch, in the interests of the city, 
his lordship declared that he would 
make every effort to give judgment 
at the earliest possible date. To fa- 
cilitate the progress of the action Mr. 
Walsh, who had applied for the dis- 
missal on the ground that the plain- 
tiff, Mr. Gallagher, had not been 
proved to be a ratepayer, agreed to 
waive this objection without calling 
for the evidence which his counsel 
proposed to submit. It is not prob. 
able that the decision will be given 
before next week at the earliest. 

Ald. Mould on the Stand. 

Ald. Mould wae the first witness 
called, and under examination iby 
Mr. Walsh gave some account of 
the appointment of the investigation 
committee, and also 6f its work. He 
denied that he waa actuated by per- 
sohal animosity in moving for the dis- 
miseal of the commissioner. He act- 
ed in what he believed to be the best 
interests of the city. The inspection 
of departments which he made with 
the committee had convinced him that 
things were not as they should be, 
and he held the commissioner respon- 
sible. 

Ald, Mould paid a striking tribute 
to the accuracy of press reports of 
interviews and council meetings, when, 
under cross-examination by Mr. Big- 
gar, he was called upon to verify a 
number of interviews and debates in 
council in which he had been con- 
cerned. He admitted that while the 
inspection of the departments was in 
progress he had given an interview 
with one of the newspapers in which 
he had said that Commissioner Boull- 
lon had treated the heads of depart- 
ments like dogs, adding that the com- 
missioner had “failed to come up to 
fils expectations.” 

He thoyght the heads of depart- 
ments should have been given more 
responsibility and that they should 
have been more frequently consulted. 


The Meeting of Feb. 14th. 

He remembered that at the meet- 
ing of the council on February 14th, 
shortly after he had given the inter- 
view referred to, Mr. Bouillon had 
declared that he would not submit 
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President. 
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to an Investigation by a committee of 
which he was the head; that Mr. 
Rouillon demanded a thorough exam- 
ination of his record conducted by a 
competent and impartial judge, and 
not by a man who had constituted 
himself his personal enemy. He re- 
membered that Ald. Hyndman at this 
meeting of the council had declared 
that he (the witness) had declared 
at a meeting of the inspection com- 
mittee that “it was his object ‘to dis- 
miss the commissioner.” 

“I do not wish to deny that I made 
the remark,” said Ald. Mould, “It 
was made after we had gone over this 
investigation.” 

The Secret Mecting. 

Mr. Biggar then questioned the wit- 
ness concerning the “secret” meeting 
of February 21st, reading an account 
of it from the Edmonton Bulletin, 
As the report was read, opening with 
the statement that the representatives 
of the press were excluded by a maj- 
ority vote, and continuing with a full 
and accurate account of the proceed- 
ings which followed their exclusion,, 
gradually deepening perplexity  be- 
came visible. on the countenance of 
Mr. Justice Stuart. Statement after 
statement was read by Mr, Biggar and 
verified by Ald. Mould, until his lord- 
ship at last broke into the cross-ex- 
amination, 

“Excuse me, Mr. Biggar,” said his 
lordship. “I thought there were no 
reporters at this meeting.” 

“I suppose it is possible, my Lord, 
that thare may bpave been, searat 
passages or spy-holes,”” remarked Mr. 
Biggar. 

“Mr, Bouillon was at the meeting,” 
interjected Mr. Walsh. 

Ald. Mould remembered that on 
Wednesday. February 22nd, the dav 
following that on which the resolu- 
tion to dismiss the commissioner was 
passed in council, of a meeting of 
ratepayers was held to protest against 
the action of the council, He knew 
that the mayor had received a peti- 
tion asking him to call a public mect- 
ing to discuss the matter. He could 
not explain why the calling of the 
public meeting was postponed until 
Monday, while wu special meeting of 
tke courcil was called for Saturday 
to make the dismissal effective. He 
had heard no teagon suggested for 
this action. 

Were Fully Armed, 

Questioned concerning the secret 
meeting and the presence of the dis- 
missed and resigned superintendents 
he stated that he had brought Chief 
Davidson there “to ask him whether 
the presence of Commissioner Bouil- 
lon in office had any influence on his 
resignation.”” Chief Lancey was there 
for the same reason. 

“So you werearmed atall points?” 
remarked Mr. Biggar. There was no- 
thing else for the purpose of con- 
founding the commissioner that you 
had left undone?” 

“We were not out with a harpoon,” 
said Ald, Mould. 

“You were out with a harpoon at 
the interview to which we have re- 


ferred. This time I suppose it Was 
some other weapon?’ suggested Mr. 
Liggar. 


Questioned concerning the action 
of the council in excluding the press 
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5 
despite the commissioners request 
for a public enqyiry, Ald, Mould said 
that they thought that it was in the 
best interests of the commissioner to 
refuse his request. Consideration for 
his feelinvs was the motive which 
actuated thom, 

“IT have no doubt,” said Mr. Biggar 
with a smile ae he intimated to Mr. 
Mould that he might leave the box. 
“It was simply kindness’, 

Ald. Grindley Called to Task. 

The evidence of Ald. Grindley, who 
was next called, was similar to that 
of Ald. Mould. He was checked up 
sharply by Mr. Justice Stuart, when, 
under examination, he said that upon 
one occasion Mr. Bouillon had 
“practically called the mayor a liar.” 

“Did he tell him that he was not 
telling the truth and that he knew 
he was not telling the truth?” asked 
his lordship, 

‘I do not know that I could cay 
that.” was Ald. Gindley's reply. 

“Don't you think those two things 
are necessary before you can say 
that one man calls another a liar?” 
asked his lordship. “It is well to be 
careful in your making statements 
of that sort.” 

In response to Mr. Biggar's ques- 
tions Ald. Grindley said that he was 
vice-president of the firm of Gorman, 
Clancey & Grindley; that he was in 
charge of the Edmonton branch, and 
the only member of the corporation 
permanently in this city. 

He had nothing to do with the ar- 
rangement by which the = council 
meeting of the 25th of February, 
called for the purpose of confirming 
the dismissal, was called at twenty- 
four hours’ notice, and before the 
publle meeting for which a number 
of citizens had asked several days 
Previously. He saw nothing in this 
action requiring explanation, 

Some Sharp Pr-ssages, 

There were one or two sharn pas- 


siges between Mr. Biggar and the 
witness, whose memory at times 
proved somewhat weak. Ald. Grind. 


ley said that upon the question whe- 
ther or not he had signed the thirty. 
one charges his mind was a blank. 
“You are not particularly stupid,” 
said Mr. Riggar at one point in the 
enquiry. “Are not you inclined to 
think it would have been better to 
have postponed the action until the 
public meeting was held? 

“T have no information for you on 


that point,” was the witness’ reply. 
My mind {fs a blank." 

Ald. Lundy followed, and corro- 
borated the statements of the other 


witnesses regarding the secret meet- 
ing of the 2ist February, and the 
commissioner's request for a public 
enquiry and that the questions be 
submitted in writing, “The aldermen 
tried to give him every chance possi- 
ble,” gaid the witness, in reply to 
Mr. Walsh. “But he was on the de- 
fence from the time he entered the 
room, He abused some of the alder- 
men and the Scotch came out of some 
of them,” 
Wanted Press Present. 

In reply to Mr. Biggar he stated 
that he had voted to have the repre- 
sentatives of the press present at the 
meeting. He personally had _ not 
made up his mind that the commis- 
sioner should be dismissed until he 
Was on his way to the council meet. 
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ing on the night when the 
was passed. In addition 

thirty-three charges there were 
some which he (the witness) could 
put, that the commissioner could not 
anewer. There were several that 
came to his knowledge between the 
18th and 2ist of Fbruary, and which 
had driven him to the conclusion 
that the commissioner should be dis- 
missed even though he atiswered the 
thirty-three charges satisfactorily. 

“Tell me the subject of one Which 
came to your knowledge between 
these two dates," said Mr. Biggar. 

“With regard to the fite depart. 
ment—Chief Davidson's resignation, 
for instance,” said Ald, Lundy after 
considerable hesitation, 

“But Chief Davidson resigned on 
the 28th January,” corrected = Mr. 
Biggar, ‘Try again.” 

“The fact that the best heads of 
departments were leaving,’ submit- 
ted Ald. Lundy as a second attempt. 

Did Not Care to Try Again. 

“But the last resignation was re. 
ceived on the 15th February,” said 
Mr. Biggar, by way of correction, in- 
viting a third attempt, 

“The fact of the matter 1s,” sald! 
Mr. Biggar, “that on the 14th of |

BY MINE EXPLOSION 


Two Workmen Met Death by First 
and Two More Miners With the 
General Superintendent Were Kill- 
ed When They Went Below, 


Pittsburg, Kansas, March 19—Five 
men, one of them, John Jopling, gen- 
eral superintendent in the coal devel- 
opment branch of the Missouri, Kan- 
sais and Texas Railroad are dead as 
the result of an explosion of black 
damp in the company’s mine at Min- 
eral, Kansas today, 

There were three 
first just afier Thomas 
John Burgan, shot firers, went into 
the mine to begin work. Both were 
killed instantly, The second explo- 
sion came When William Jeffries, an- 
other shot firer, went underground 
to rescue his fellow workers. 

By lying fat on the ground a mo- 
ment before the second explosion, 
Jeffries saved himself. As soon as 
he reached the surface, a rescue party 
composed of Jopling and two miners 
Samuel Watson and a foreigner, rush- 
ed into the pit to search for Cheek 
Less than thirty min- 
utes later, there was an explosion 
which killed Jopling and his men.

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NEW SUPERINTENDENT 
FOR PONOKA ASYLUM 


Dr, Dawson, Medical Health Officer of 
Calgary, Mas Accepted Position— 
Wiii Organize the Institution—Says 
There is Little Lunacy in Alberta. 


Dr. Thomas Dawson, medical health 
officer of Calgary, has been appointed 
by the provincial government to the 
position of superintendent of the Pon- 
oka lunatic asylum. He will under- 
take the work of his new position 
about the middle of April. 

Dr. Dawson has been the medical 
health officer of Calgury only since 
June last, coming to that city direct 
from the Old Country, where he liv- 
ed practically all his life and receiv- 
ed his degrees. He has had consider- 
able experience in city health work 
and in asylum work, and is consider- 
ed to be well qualified and competent. 

In Birmingham, Dr. Dawson put in 
considerable time as assistant medical 
health officer, and for the three years 
prior to taking up his present position 
was one of the assistant superintend- 
ents at the Wakefield asylum in York- 
shire, England. The institution cares 
for over 2,000 lunatics, and Dr. Daw- 
son had 900 of these under his charge. 

Compared with this responsibility 
his position at Ponoka will not be so 
onerous. 

Will Have 150 Patients. 

When the institution is opened 
about May next it will have 160 pa- 
tients, taken from the Brandon asy- 
lum in Manitoba. These are all Al- 
berta patients, and they will practical- 
ly fill the Ponoka inatitution, with the 
result that the accommodation may be 
enlarged during the present summer, 

The provincial government would 
have liked to have secured the ser- 
vices of Dr. Dawaon earlier than he 
is able to go, but he felt it his duty 
to give the city of Calgary a full 
month's notice. 

The work of organizing the institu. 
tion in the first place is no light one, 
and he has to be on the ground a 
good while before the patients can be 
transferred. ' 

Regrets to Leave Calgary. 

Dr. Dawson had his difficulties with 
the southern city owing to lack of 
definition between the duties of @ani- 
tary inspector and medical health 
officer but these had just been satisfac- 
torily smoothed over by the declara- 
tion of the commissioners that Dr. 
Dawson had full control of his depart- 
ment. 

Dr. Dawson regards the amount of 
lunacy in Alberta as amall compared 
with that of other places. 

“One hundred and fifty Is not such 
an alarming number,"’ he says. “Take 
cities in the Old Country cov aining 
as much, population as the whole of 
the province of Alberta, and you find 


far more lunacy.”
